The Major Problem 


Surfeited and perplexed by the multitude of theories advanc ed as to the 
tunderlying and basic cause of this world economic depression, and equally 
‘purfeited arid perplexed by the multitude of suggestions, ideas and plang 
advanced as ‘the only means whereby the depression can be ended and a 
permanent cure effected, tens of thousands of people are becoming callous 
and skeptical of all economic doctors. More and more ‘people are asking 
themselves whether this very large problem, vital to the welfare of every 
individual and to the very existence of the nation and the civilization of 
the world, is being approached from the right angle 

To an ever increasing extent people are asking whether the provision 


of old age pensions to prevent poverty and suffering in old age is the solu- 
tion, or whether that solution is to be found in the creation of conditions 
whereby men and women can through their own efforts and by shift and 


saving make necessary provision themselves for their declining years Peo- 
ple are inquiring whether the provision of this and that Government main- 
tained social service to provide for their needs,—and all provided for out of 
taxation,is not merely attempting to cover up “sores” and ‘doctor’ the | 
patient, instead of making the patient well and capable of caring for himself. | 

People are thinking and asking whether it is not true that, just so| 
long as taxes are piled upon taxes to provide for these social services, the 
very burden of those taxes is operating to make it impossible for them to 
“take necessary care of themselves and families and make wise provision for | 
their future, 


Mankind must work, and produce, and save against the time when their 
working days are over, In a word, the business of the world must be carried 
on, and the more business that is transacted, the more it is produced and 
exchanged for other producta, the better it is for all concerned. Consequent- 
ly, the fewer restrictions imposed upon the carrying on of the world’s busi- 
ness, the better. This great truth is sinking deeper into the minds of men. 

Therefore, without further comment, we quote an editorial article ap- | 
pearing in one of Canada’s most widely circulated magazines, a pyblication 


having no political party affiliations, but which discusses Canadian and 
world problems in a fair and impartial manner, Under the title appearing | 
above, it says: / 
*" “These are the days in which we are regaled or surfeited with economic 
theories—-some ancient and some modern, some untried and some exploded, 
some original and some borrowed, some thriving and some still-born, some | 
springing like Minerva, full-armed from the head of Jupiter, others old and 
decrepit no longer fitted for service in a changed world, some that promise 
better social conditions and more enduring prosperity, and others that if 
followed would surely lead to anarchy and moral ruin. It may be profitable 
to consider some of these theories at another time. To-day it is more fitting | 
that we should concern ourselves with a concrete problem--one that is) 
Ftp td be more and more serious, and whigh must be solved if any of 
economic theories now advanced can be rendered workable. 

“The basic industry in Canada is agriculture. The basic product in 
agricultural is wheat. The basic need in the wheat industry is marketing. 
The basic condition of marketing is exchange values. The basic condition of 
exchangé is open trade, That is lacking at the present time. For four years 
we have deliberately closed the door. We have thereby encouraged coun- 
tries which might have exchanged goods with us to grow their own grain. 
Now we are shut out—-some people say forever. True, of late there has been 
an attempt toundo the mischief, but there has been no apparent success. | 
An accidental shortage of food for stock in the United States made it pos- | 
sible to dispose of some low-grade products, but the granaries are still filled | 
with the best the country has produced. The figure has been given as 286,- 
000,000 bushels. We do not: say this is correct, but the exact figure is not 
essential, Should we sell 4,000,000 bushels a week from now till harvest we 
should yet have some in store. Some weeks we cannot hope for any such 
sale as that. 

“It is beyond our wisdom to say which is better—to hang on to the 
surplus in the hope of better days, or to dump a lot on the market at great- 
ly reduced prices in hope of clearing the way for next year’s supply. That is 
the problem for Mr. McFarland, the government, and the farmers to settle. 

“Yet it is a major problem. There is nothing to be gained by side-track- 
ing it in discussing general economic theories. They need to be -discussed | 
without doubt but just now they are secondary. The first problem for Can- 
ada is the restoration of world trade. This means the re-writing of the 


tariff schedule. Is our government prepared to re-write it? Is Mr. Stevens 
prepared? Is the opposition?”

Three Major Canadian Problems 


Tariff, agriculture and railway situation discussed by E. W. Beatty, 
K.C., LL.D., Chairman and President, Canadian Pacific 
Railway— Urges unified effort to solve questions 
threatening integrity of State. 


tariff structure based solely

wafe rond for the future”, Mr. 
Beatty appealed to the country at 
jarge to make this theme the 
dominating note in approaching 
the probleme of the day. 

Again voicing bis sincere belief 
in.the ultimate destiny of Canada, 
Mr. Beatty emphasized the neces- 
sity of a mutual understanding 
between all sections of the coun- 
try, and insisted that should this 
objective be achieved, the unified 
effort of all citizens would go far 
toward solving problems which 
now threaten the integrity of the 
State. 

In the light of this argument 
Mr. Beatty felt that he had every 
right to discuss the tariff, citing 
the fact that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway was most decidedly sus- 
ceptible to the effects of unstable 
tariff conditions. “Give me a 
tariff policy advantageous to the 
Canadian National Railways and 
I. shall be quite content,” he said. 

Mr. Beatty was neither a be- 
liever in protection with no limit 
nor in free trade. He believed in 
the maximum of national wealth 
fairly distributed among the citi- 


_sens. The Canadian tariff should 


be ope which would keep our in- 
ternal and external trade com 
bined at a maximum. 

Mr. Beatty illustrated his argu- 
ment by citing the fact that Can- 
ada enjoyed a greater foreign 
commerce per capita than either 
of the two more important Am- 
erican Republics, namely the 
United States and the Argentine, 
and eaid that awould like to 
see the preparat of a tariff 
balance sheet which would give 
an analysis of the effect of the 
tariff on the total income and 
purchasing power of the Canadian 
people, and urged that in view of 
the present position of capital 
and labor, an examination of the 
economic soundness of our tariff 
policy should look to future im- 
provement rather than to drastic 
attempts to correct past errors, 

Emphasizing that agriculture 

was the primary industry, and 
voicing his appreciation that 
agriculture in Western Canada 
was passing through a period of 
great difficulty, Mr. Beatty said 
that Governmental! assistance and 
that of private business institu- 
tions had on the whole, been con- 
structive. 
“I may say,” he added, “without 
boasting, that the emergency re- 
@uctions in freight rates volun- 
tarily made ‘by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway for farm relief 
during the past five years repre- 
sent a loss in income to us of at 
least $3,000,000." 

‘There were two necessary 
measures looking toward perma- 
ment recovery. First there was 
what the farmer could do and 
was doing for himself, to make 
the farm home largely self-sup- 
porting through the use of better 
seed, improved methods, and the 
expansion of live-stock opera- 
tions. Secondly there was what 
others could do to help Western 
agriculture. The capital invested 
in the farms of Canada must re- 
ceive returns if any important 
block of capital was to be regard- 
ed as safe. Other labor could not 
hope for the permanence of a 
level of wages too high above the 

of labor on the land. 
Mr. Beatty expressed unswerving 
confidence that private business 
would find a road, now being 
®agerly sought, whereby it could 
render material assistance to 
agriculture. 


Pointing out that the Canadian 
people pay for the railway ser- 
viees which they receive, and all 
the costs of /Government, Mr. 
Beatty empha that the rail- 
way problem * in reality the 
problem of every individual citi- 
zen. The cost to thé public in 
freight charges of moving a ton 
a mile in Canada was as low as 
in any major country in the 
world. Unhappily the full ad- 
vantage of these low fates was 
hot retained because taxes paid, 
or to be paid, to meet the annual 
deficits of the Canadian National 
Railways must be added to the 
actual freight charges. The real 
cost of transportation in Canada 
was not as cheap as it seemed to 
be, or as it should be. Two cur- 
rent suggestions for improve- 
ment in operating efficiency 
were, first, the adoption of mod- 
ernistic equipment, and secondly, 
a drastic reduction in wages. 
Owing to the huge investment in 
existing equipment, and the dif- 
ficulty of finding capital to finan- 
ce new equipment, he indicated 
that progress along the lines of 
the first suggestion would of 
necessity be slow. 

Mr. Beatty argued strongly 
against reduced wages, and point- 
ed out that railway employees 
spent wages as well as earned 
them. He felt that railway as 
well as other wages were out of 
line with the returns to the farm- 
ers for their labor, but emphasiz- 
ed his belief that the remedy 
lay in an increase in the farmers’ 
earnings rather than a lowering 
of the standard of living among 
railway workers, 

Another suggested solution was 
the proposal to increase freight 
rates. The freight rate trend was 
downward, and Mr, Beatty would 
greatly regret to see an increase 
in rates until everything possible 
was done to eliminate waste. 

The argument that there was no 
waste in transportation and all 
that the country needed to do was 
to await the return of prosperity 
was not, Mr. Beatty considered, 
sound. Restoration of business 
to the high levels of 1925-1929, 
would not come as a gift of Hea- 
ven, or overnight, but only as a 
result of national industry and 
thrift. 

Mr, Beatty replied to argu- 
ments that under his unification 
proposal the Canadian Pacific 
would take over the assets of the 
Canadian National while the liab- 
itities. would be left to the Gov- 
ernment. 

“Unified management will do 
nothing of the kind, The physical 
assets of the Canadian National 
will remain the property of its 
owners. Similarly the liabilities 
of the Canadian Natjonal must 
remain the Jane preg re A of the 
Government the Habilities of 
the Canadian Pacific must remain 
that of its owners. However, if 
the assets of both companies are 
administered by a unified man- 
agement an end will be put to 
the waste of competition and the 


owners of the Canadian National | W8y 


excessive debt of the Canadian 
National Railways was due to the 
errors of private capitalists, or 
any arguments dealing with 
errors either private or Govern- 
mental would not help the situa- 
tion of today, Interest charges 
on the Canadian National debt

No 
man capable of facing facts be- 
lieved that the country could 
carry the burden indefinitely. 
“We, the people of Canada, owe 
directly or indirectly .to | private 
capitalists, over $2,700,000,000, on 
account of the Canadian National 
Rallways system. We are going 
to pay this because we promised to. 

“Are you going to allow your 
judgment to be warped by com- 
plex arguments about doing jus- 
tice to public ownership? Or are 
you ing to agree with me to 
leave the ownership of the Cana- 
dian National Railways in the 
hands of the public — since they 
could not possibly get rid of it— 
and devote our entire energy to 
finding a method of making the 
burded of this ownership as light 
as possible to the people of Can- 
ada? 

“Taking it that as business 
men you will not wish to gamble 
with a burden of railway deficits 
which already threatens the fin- 
ancial stability of the nation 
when a reasonable alternative is 
available, I have suggested what 
seems to me to be the only ade- 
quate course — the unified man- 
agement of the two major railway 
systems. The amount which can 
be saved annually — now, not in
